THE TEXAS PACIFIC SCHEME. 

Maj. Bond made a long argument before the 
Pacific Railroad Committee to-day in support of 
the Texas Pacific scheme. His argument was 
mainly an attack upon Huntington and the 
Southern Pacific. He charged that the Central 
and Southern Pacific were one and a great 
monopoly; that they asked enormous rates and 
charges for all pomts east of the Mississippi 
River to any point along the line of the Ceutral 
Pacific, the full rate to San Francisco, and 
the local rate back to that point. He said 
that after the Texas Pacific bill passed 
in 1875 the Central Pacific raised its rates from 
50 to 75 per cent. He asserted that the Central 
Pacific people would not build the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad; that they only wanted to create a 
monovoly to increase the power of the four citi. 
zens of Californiawho owned the entire trans- 

of that coast. 
DISTRICT MATTERS. 

A strong attempt is being made to restore 
universal suffrage to this District. Gov. Claflin, 
of Massachusetts, moved to-day in the House 
Committee on the District to provide for the 
election of a Council to exercise legislative 
functions. The vote stood 5 to 5 on this prop- 
esition. The great majority of the best citizens 
are strongly opposed to the restoration of 
euffrace.

THE ASSAULTS UPON TNE MONEY BILL AN- 
SWERED—DETAILS OF THE PLAN BY WHIcH 
IT IS PROPOBED TO BUILD A SOUTHERN PACI?-

Money asked if the Southern Pacific Company 
would still bud the road on the same terims,— 
for the lands plone; and, on receiving an aflirim- 
ative reply, introduced his bill.“

It would be embarrassing to build a road over 
the public lands alternate sections of which had 
been conditionally granted to another companv 
for doing the work, but which had failed. The 
lands ought of right to go to the Company con- 
structing the road through them, as it confers 
the vew valut on the Government half reserved.

Is it a fagt that Huntington does not agree

It is a mistake to suppose that competition 
in matters of Pacitic transportation can be fur- 
nished or prevented by acts of Congress; as it 
is also a mistake to imagine that, if it were pos- 
sible, that it is any part of the province of Con- 
gress to provide competition to existing trans- 
portation-routes. If tais were sound doctrine 
under our Constitution and laws, Congress 
might with reason be invoked to furnish com- 
peting lines between New York and Washing- 
ton, or New York and Pittsburg. Its intefven- 
tion would clearly bave been necessary at Hope- 
well, N. J., where the Pepnsylyania Company 
kept an engine obstructing for three months 
the crossing of one of its leased lines, ip order 
to waintain its monopoly of transportation be- 
tween New York and Philadelphia. Scott’s 
anxiety to provide competition depends alto- 
gether upon whether it is a competition which

There is a species 
of shark found in the Ghina Sea and around the 
Indian Islands, called ly satiors the white shark, 
which is a very voracions fish, and 1 have beard 
some tough stories ol their accomplishments in 
the man-eatiog line; bt, as I have never seen 
these sharks, I. cannot vouch for the stories. 
The blue-water shark+-that is, the sharks that 
live altogether in deepsea, away from land—are 
said to harmiess. I have often heard of 
whalemen being overboard among them, from 
having their boats capgtzed or stove, but I have 
never heard of any of them being molested by 
the sharks.

Sax AnTonto, Tex., Jan. 23.—Upon my return 
from the Rio Grande I found that the most 
terrific hostilities were threatened, all owing to 
certain alleged translations by the San Antonio 
Express from El Combate, a paper said to be pub- 
lished at the City of Mexico, But what aston- 
ished me most was to find that the New York 
Heraid, the mirror of the news of the world, 
had gravely reprinted the articles in question, 
and thereupon the diplomatic or confidential 
agent of Mexico at Washington had rushed 
into print, denying the story, and asserting 
that no such articles were printed. The denial 
was based upon the following facts as I know 
them to exist: 

First—The article which appeared in the pa- 
per here, claiming to be a translation from 2 
Combate, was never printed in that paper. 

Second—There is no such officer in the Mexi- 
can army as Gen. Don Cresencio Fulano. 

Third—There is no such paper published 
in Mexico as El Combaie, and 

Fourth—lf there was any such a paper, the 
author of the articie (Mr. Sweet, one of the city 
editors of the Apress, and local correspondent 
of the New York Herald) never saw it. 

Even the Spanish paper printed here bv intel- 
ligent gentlemen was in doubt as to whether 
the articles were true or not for some days, and 
only last Saturday ventured to deny them as 
fabrications. But the thing succeeded so well

Im the ‘phrase, “ Take 
vo thought for thé. morrow,” thought 
means anxious care, as is proved 
by Shakspeare, who Makes one of bis characters 
die of thought.“ “Prevent” formerly meant 
to go between; it now meaus to hinder. “To 
jet“ signified to withhqld; now it means to 
permit. A revision, thefefore, is necessary to 
prevent the common_reader from misconstruing 
the language. | 

The tenses of the Greck and its propositions 
are often incorrectly rendered, and the definite 
article has often been used forthe indeiinite. 
Words of different meaning in the original are 
often translated in Epglish by the same word. 
The original Bible Knows only one devil, al- 
though many demons or evil spirits; but in the 
present version devi, demon, and evil spirits 
are badly mixed. . 

Recently, too, in 18§9,a German scholar found 
the most perfect manhscript of the New Testa- 
ment in existence ii a convent, and recently, 
also, an excellent copy in tue Pope’s library be- 
came accessible to scholars. A better knowledge 
of Hebrew and Gre¢k vow prevails. The real 
values of Scriptural weights and measurcs are 
known. ; 

In eonclusion Dr. Schaff spoke briefiy of the 
progress which has been made in the work of 
revision in Germany, France, England, and 
America. The verses and chapters are being 
arranged into paragmaphs aud proper divisions, 
and the sacred poetry, which fils one-third of 
the Bible, is taking a proper poetical form. Dr.

THE ULTIMATE RESULTS.

The batch of very hard cases recently col - 
lected within the Kent County Jail at Grand 
Rapids, Mich., yesterday ‘‘made things 
hot ” by throwing straw into the ventilators 
and setting the jail on fire.

not one of them escaped, and they will be 
transferred to an edifice in Kalamazoo which 
has a good deal more stone and a good 
deal less ventilation than the iron-plated 
cage in Grand Rapids. 
. "The Pope is said to be preparing an allocu- 

tion against Russia on account of the per- 
secution of Catholics in Poland, and also 
against King Humpent because of his as- 
sumption of the title of King of Italy. The 
aged prisoner of the Vatican would seem to 
be suffering from a fresh breaking out of the 
old sore, as he has refused his god-daughter, 
the Queen of Portugal, King Humpznrr’s 
sister, admission to his presence because she 
resides with her brother at the Quirinal dur- 
ing her sojourn in Rome.

It has been decided by the Cabinet to 
order the Mint at Philadelphia to resume the 
coinage of trade dollars. Complaint is made 
that the monopoly of this coinage by the 
Mints at San Francisco and Carson City 
gives the bullion-holders of the Pacific Coast 
an undue advantage, and hence the order 
for the reception of silver metal and the 
coinage of trade dollars at Philadelphia. A 
bill has been favorably considered by the 
House Committee on Banking and Currency, 
ordering the discontinuance of the coinage 
of silver 20-cent pieces, which were origi- 
nally devised as a convenience, but which, 
from their similarity to 25-cent pieces, have 
proved to be a nuisance. 

The eleven Western States, including Mis- 
souri, gave 87 votes for the Marruews silver 
resolution and 5 against it. The fifteen‘ 
Southern States gave 78 votes for the silver 
resolution and 7 against it. The nine East- 
ern States voted 21 for and 65 against the 
resolution. ‘The three Pacific States voted 4 
for and 2 agginst. Thus three of four sec- 
tions of thé Union—West, South, and Pa- 
cific—supported the resolution, and only one 
section—the East—opposed it, and even 
there the second largest State in the Union 
—Pennsylvania—gave nearly two-thirds of 
her vote for silver. In the face of such 
unanimity of sentiment on the part of the 
people's representatives, will the President 
venture to interpose the veto against the de- 
mand of the American people? 


The opinion is held at the War Department 
that Srrrma Butt is once more on United 
States soil, and that he has under his com-

The nature of the errand at Washington 
of Mayor Harn and Corporation Counsel 
Boxrixrp is explained in our dispatches this 
morning. When the audacious scheme of 
the holders of the VIX TR scrip was first 
male public there was but little apprehen- 
sion felt that the City of Chicago and other 
owners of the property involved could be 
seriously disturbed by these title-guerillas ; 
but it now appears that.there is actual dan- 
ger that the project will succeed unless the 
whole matter is settled for all time by an act 
of Congress completing the dedication and 
confirming the title to the lands in question. 
It is to be presumed that the necessary legis- 
lation, the justice of which cannot be for a 
moment disputed, will be obtained without 
any considerable opposition. There should 
surely be no difficulty in securing the prompt 
passage in both Houses of the bill for that 
purpose. | 
NEW PARTY GOLDITE SCARE. 
There are newspapers and politicians in 
this country that are willing to avail them- 
selves of the slightest pretext for building 
up a new party, with the standing menace 
to the existing condition of things which 
such a departure implies. Three or four 
years ago it was tha Granger party” which 
was to wipe out both the Democratic and 
Republican parties. Then this function was 
transferred to the interconvertible, unlimited 
Greenback party. Then the Grangers” 
and ‘‘Greenbackers” were to be united to 
accomplish general political demolition. 
Then the Workingmen’s and Communist 
patty was started for the same object. A 
national organization was formed, and it was 
announced with a grand flourish that Com- 
munism would sweep the country. Of course 
the Prohibitionists have for years stood 
ready to occupy the field whenevera “ new 
party” was suggested. Just now, the 
recent non-party caucus of Congress- 
men in Washington, called ostensibly 
to promote the remonetization of sil- 
ver, has furnished an occasion for the 
creation of another new party—on paper. 
The Indianapolis Jaurnal, whose common 
sense Ought to teach it better, was the dis- 
coverer of the latest incubation in the party 
way. Apparently without anyQpther provo- 
cation than the aforesaid caucus, whose first 
meeting will probably be the last, the Jour- 
nal gives the entire alleged programe for 
the formation of a new political organiza- 
tion, under the leadership of Hznpricxs, or 
Vooruess, ar Tom Ewine, or some other 
man, to drive out all the, honest men from 
the Democtatic party and attract all the 
demagogues from the Republican party, 
unite the South and West into a scheme of 
multiform and variegated rascality, and cap- 
ture the country in order to ruin and plunder 
it. The new party is going to enfold in 
its far-reaching embrace all those who be- 
lieve in the remonetization of silver, all 
those who want specie-resumption indefi- 
nitely postponed (which, of course, would 
defeat the circulation of silver, as the irre- 
deemable paper would fall below it in value), 
all those who want the National Banks 
abolished, all those who desire an 
unlimited inflation of irredeemable cur- 
reney, all those who believe in Commu- 
nism, all those who want the army reduced 
one-half, all those in favor of subsidizing 
the Texas Pacific Railroad with Government 
bonds, and constructing the Mississippi levees

If it was a sign of a scared intellect in the 
Indianapolis Journal to imagine such a pre- 
posterous combination for politital purposes, 
what shall be said of a credulous Eastern jour- 
nal like the Boston Advertiser which treats 
the proposition seriously? We can only at- 
tribute such an occurrence to a disposition to 
seize upon every irresponsible statement and 
every wild lunacy that comes from the West 
as an expedient for continuing the abuse 
heaped upon the heads of all who are not 
willing to pay their debts on the basis of 110 
cents now for an original consideration of 75 
to 90 cents. Probably the Indianapolis 
Journal had no higher purpose in evolving 
this ridiculous scheme than to furnish the 
Eastern organs of the gold clique with 
new material wherewith to malign all 
the people in the West and South 
who are resisting the outrage of 
exacting a third more from all obligations, 
public and private, than it was ever agreed 
to pay. This is the disingenuous way the 
Journal has of lamenting the present at- 
tack upon the financial credit of the nation,” 
by which it means the demand that all debts 
shall be paid in coin (and not gold alone) 
according to contract. 

The most serious assault upon the credit 
of the nation is made by those who now 
insist upon changing the terms of the con- 
tract without the consent and against the 
wishes of the people, and to gratify the 
greed of a rapacious class of money-lenders. 
The menace to the public credit which this 
effort conveys is to be found in two circum- 
stances, viz.: (1) The disestablishment of 
silver and the exaction of payments in gold 
alone, which is bankrupting the country, re- 
ducing its resources, and rendering the pay- 
ment of debts impossible; and (2) the 
tampering with the contract in the one case 
will serve as a precedent wherewith to 
justify desperate men to tamper with it 
again, and the next time to the injury of the 
money-lending class. 

If the money-class really desire to avert 
the daugers of an indefinite postponement 
of resumption, the abolition of the National 
Banks, and an unlimited inflation of an ir- 
redeemable paper currency, they will aban- 
don their pig-headed resistance to the re- 
monetization of the American silver dollar; 
for the wild inflation and repudiation theories 
will gain a strength they have never before 
been able to achieve if unjust and despotic 
legislation shall force the people to attempt 
payment of debts, public and private, in 
gold alone in its growing scarcity and abnor- 
mally high value. 

The movement for the remonetization of 
the silver dollar stands alone on its own 
merits. It is a legitimate demand for the 
restoration of a money-system, to the aban- 
donment of which the people never consent- 
ed. It is not in the interest of an indefinite 
postponement of resumption, but in the in- 
terest of easy and permanent specie 
payments. It is not in the direction of 
an inflation and fluctuation of irredeemable 
currency, but calculated to render such infla- 
tion unnecessary and impracticable by pro- 
viding abundant hard money resources for 
the country. It is not allied in any manner 
or form to repudiation, but will provide the 
surest means of defeating every proposition 
and effort to repudiate in whole or in part. 
It needs no new party aud no new alliances, 
since the best men and the most patriotic 
men in both the old parties favor and de- 
miand it. Its merits are too pronounced to 
be damaged by the financial lunacies or 
vagaries that seek to fasten themselves upon 
it. The inflationists and repudistionists 
who may seek to use it as a stepping-stone 
to the realization of their wild schemes will 
find themselves utterly disappointed; they 
can only attain their purpose through the 
success Of the Shylock gangin coercing a 
preposterous attempt to resume in gold 
alone. The most intelligent, honest, 
and determined hard-money men in 
the country are those who advocate 
the re-establishment of the double standard, 
since that is the only course which will re- 
store prosperity and render resumption prac- 
ticable. But if the short-sighted class of 
bondholders and mortgage-holders, in their 
insatiate longing to get more than is due 
them, shali succeed, by whatever means, in 
defeating the re-establishment of silver 
money and the double standard, the foregone 
failure of an attempt to resume in gold alone 
may bring on a reaction which will not stop 
short of ail the disasters they now picture as 
the result of silver remonetization. 


THE ANTI-SUBSIDY RESOLUTION. 

Mr. Ton Scorr has received a temporary 
set-back in the adoption by the House, on 
Monday last, of a resolution declaring ‘‘ that 
in the judgment of the House no subsidies 
in money, bonds, public land, indorsements, 
or by pleage of public credit should be 
granted or renewed by Congress to associa- 
tions or corporations engaged in or purposing 
to engage in public or private enterprises, 
but that all appropriations onght to be limit- 
ed to such amount and purposos only as shall 
be imperatively demanded by the public 
service.” The resolution was passed by a 
very emphatic majority, the vote standing 
174 to 85, or more than two-thirds. It is an 
admirable resolution as it stands. As a 
declaration of public policy it is sound. 
As a reflex of popular sentiment on the 
subsidy question it is perfect. It not 
only knocks Tom Scorr’s subsidy off its feet, 
but all other subsidies, provided it is not a 
mere glittering generality or a deciaration of 
abstract morality, such as men very often 
make in the presence of temptation, and 
such as Congressmen might well feel dis- 
posed to make, with Tom Scorr pressing his 
demand to get at the Public Treasury before 
both the Pacific Railroad and Judiciary Com- 
mittees. We hope it does not belong to that 
class of resolutions which many people 
make on New Year's Day as a matter of 
form, with no expectation of ever keeping 
them, and it leads us to express this hope 
with unusual fervor, because we remember 
that similar resolutions have been passed in 
other Congresses, and that those who have 
voted for them have subsequently voted for 
subsidies without a blush, afd apparently in 
profound ignorance that they had ever stig- 
matized the subsidy principle as a corrupt 
and wicked appropriation of the public 
money. If the Congressmen who voted 
for the Baxen resolution were honest in their 
action, and intended it as a declaration of 
the position they will occupy whenever job- 
bers or contractors of any sort seek to get 
their hands into the Public Treasury, it is not 
only a gratifying exhibition of political hon- 
esty, but it ought to bea sufficient rebuke 
even toa man of Tom Scort’s colossal au- 
dacity to warn him off the premises with his 
whole gang of lobbyists and log-rollers. It 
furnishes them with the ready reply when- 
ever they are approached by the tempters 
that to vote for their subsidies would be to 
stultify themselves in the face of this sweep- 
ing resolution. The country will not be 


satisfied, however, with the mere passage of 
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cause it has known resolutions of this sort 
before that proved to be mere buncombe. 
It will require as proofs of sincerity not 
alone a mere declaration of faith, but good 
works as well. Warned by the failure 
of previous anti-subsidy resolutions, the peo- 
ple will hold those Congressmen who voted 
for the Baker resolution to a strict account 
on the record. They will this time expect 
something more than a mere declaration of 
words. They will look to see this resolu- 
tion head off the railroad, steamship, and 
other gigantic speculative monopolies which 
are seeking to fatten on the Public Treasury. 
If, in the face of such an explicit declaration, 
Tom Scorr succeeds in drawing his thirty- 
two millions out of the Treasury to build a 
road for private profit, while another com- 
pany stands ready to build it out of its own 
pockets with no other help than the exist- 
ing land-grant, the people will watch the 
subsidy votes, and will hold those who voted 
for the Baxer resolution to a stern account. 
They will not be caught again with bun- 
combe. 


MAJ. BURKE’S REVELATIONS. 

There are two small bodies of men in this 
country who are still bothering their heads 
about the result of the Presidential count. 
One class consists of a few Democratic poli- 
ticians, with the New York Sun for a news- 
paper organ, who hope to secure TI the 
Democratic nomination for 1880 by urging 
persistently that he was cheated out of the 
last election. Mr. Monrcomery Bran re- 
cently sought to lead this faction by present- 
ing and urging a memorial in the Maryland 
Legislature, in which an investigation of the 
alleged conspiracy for swindling TILDEN was 
demanded of Congress. The other class is 


known as the Implacables of the Republican’ 


party, and is made up of disappointed office- 
seekers and those who have not been allow- 
ed, as before, to manipulate the public pa- 
tronage in their own interest. Senator 
ConkLING appears to be the real leader of 
this faction, though little Mr. Caanpizr, 
of New Hampshire, was put forward 
for the ostensible purpose of exposing 
another conspiracy for selling out Packarp 
and CHaMBERLAIN in order to secure the 
Congressional confirmation of the Electoral 
Commission's decision. Mr. Bram's con- 
spiracy and Mr. CuHanNDLER’s conspiracy are 
alike in so far as they are both intended to 
involve President Har in a secret conclave 
with Southern Democrats. 

Maj. Bunk is a gentleman who acted as 


the representative of the Nicsoiis Govern- 


ment in Washington during the controversy 
over the Electoral count, and pending the 


- uncertainty of Congressional action. He is 


admitted on all sides to be in possession of 
all the secrets there were at the time, and in 
a position to finally confirm or finally refute 
all the charges made by the disgruntled 
Democrats or the Implacable Republicans. 
Maj. Burke finally made up his mind to 
speak, and imparted to the New Orleans cor- 
respondent of Tae Taro a very full and 
satisfactory statement of the case, which 
we printed last Monday morning. This state- 
ment is attracting considerable attention, and 
it seems to be generally accepted as dispos- 
ing at once of both the Democratic and Re- 
publican soreheads. 

First, in regard to the Democratic charge 
that certain Southern Democrats conspired 
with President Harzs, or his representatives, 
to secure a confirmation of the Electoral 
Commission’s count in consideration of the 
Southern policy subsequently adopted, there 
are t points of interest. One is Maj. 
Burke's statement that the Louisiana Demo- 
crats, and many other Southern Democrats, 
were originally opposed to thescheme for 
an Electoral Commission. But they were 
urged by Mr. T. Dxx's personal representa- 
tives (including Pxruton, his nephew) “to 
work up a public sentiment in favor of the 
Electoral bill.“ which Trupzw subsequent- 
ly said ‘‘he: had always disapproved.” 
The Southern Democrats were persuaded 
in the first instance to acquiesce in 
this Electoral scheme because the Torn 
managers were convinced it was in the in- 
terest of their candidate ; when it afterwards 
became a question whether or not the Demo- 
crats in Congress should consent to a con- 
firmation of the Electoral decision, the 
Democratic caucus resolved to acquiesce 
without consulting the interests of Louisiana 
or South Carolina, and left the representa- 
tives of these two States to do what they 
could in a personal way for the Nronots and 
Hampton Governments. So neither before 
the agreement upon the Electoral Commis- 
sion nor afterwards can the Louisiana or 
other Southern Democrats be held responsi- 
ble for the action of the Democratic party ; 
it was Mr. Trupen’s doings, and neither he 
nor his friends have any right to complain. 

Relative to Mr. CuanpueEr’s charge of con- 
spiracy, Maj. Bonxx's testimony is quite as 
expligit. To begin with, President Hayes 
was not personally represented in any con- 
sultations that were held, and no agreement 
was signed by Stanuey Matrurws, Cuanues 
Foster, or any other man,“ in behalf of 
Mr. Hayes. Maj. Borxe also declares that 
the Republicans who were present at these 
consultations never said or did anything of 
which they can be ashamed either from a 
partisan or patriotic point of view. But the 
strongest point made upon the Implacables 
is that President Hi rrs, in ordering the 
withdrawal of the troops, only followed out 
a policy already determined upon by Presi- 
dent Grant, who had declared that the 
country would no longer support the beyonet 
policy, which Don Cameron, then Sec- 
retary of War, succeeded in suppress- 
ing till the close of President Grant's 
Administration. Gen. Gant, however, 
was the ideal statesman of the present 
Im placables, and is the very man whom they 
are now urging as the Republican candidate 
for President in 1880; but President Hares 
has done no more than President Grant had 
determined to do, and even if Hayzgs, before 
his inauguration, had expressed an intention 
of pursuing the policy which he subsequent- 
ly adopted, he would only have declared the 
purpose of adhering to a policy which Grant 
had already adopted. 

There is another point of ig in Maj. 
Burxr’s revelations. He y confirms the 
rumor that Senator Conksine, the present 
leader of the Implacable, had at one time 
prepared a speech mantaining that the 
Louisiana vote should be hrown out, with the 
understanding that he (yxu1ne) should be 
chosen President of the Senate, and 
thus become Acting President of the 
United States, pending anew election to be 
called. Tiipsen’s friends were satisfied with 
this arrangement, as they were confident 
they could secure TDS nomination and 
election, while Conxuinc thought that, with 
the control of the patmnage, he could get 
the Republican nominatin instead of Harrs, 
and meantime be Presdent for a year at 
least. ‘According to all accounts, it was not 
Mr. Conni mo that recdled from this pro- 
gramme, but the schem was defeated by a 


shrewd intimation put prth at the time that, 
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in case it should be decided that there had 
been no election, Mr. Morton would be 
chosen as President of the Senate and ad in- 
terim President of the Unite States, be- 


cause he was a man who could be trusted to 
secure 3 fair election in the Southern States.

thus be protected in casting their vote, led 
to an abandonment of this scheme by the 
Tor managers, who preferred to trust to 
the chances of an Electoral Commission. So 
there was noth ag left for Mr. Conwxiie but 
to make war on Hayvzs after he was inaugu- 
rated. 

After this statement of Maj. Bonxr's we 
think it will be the part of wisdom for both 
the Democratic soreheads and the Republic- 
an Implacables to abandon their silly charges 
of “conspiracy,” and let the Presidential 
controversy severely alone. 

DOCTORS’ BILIS ABROAD. 

There is no man to whom we are prone to 
run so expeditiously as the doctor, and per. 
haps there is no man whose bills at the end 
of the year we question more sharply. When 
we are disgruntled by disease and suffering 
from the thousand aches and pains that flesh 
is heir to, there is no man welcomed more 
cordially. When his bill comes in, long after 
we have recuperated, we question it as a 
charge for something we have never received, 
not remembering in the full glow of health 
the service rendered us when flat on our 
backs. The whole subject of doctors’ bills 
has come up in England recently, where it is 
generally supposed that a physician charges 
a guinea a visit, medicines extra, or a trifle 
over $5 in gold, when in reality it is only a 
few of the aristocratic, gilt-edged physicians, 
whodoctor wealthy old dowagers or fussy pa- 
tients with long purses, who get any such 
sum. The London Times of the 10th inst. 
contains a whole column of communications 
from patients and doctors on the subject of 
bills, which shed considerable light upon the 
subject. The first writer grumbles because 
the doctors do not present details in their 
bills, and says: I have been given to un- 
derstand that it is not contrary to etiquette, 
on first calling in a doctor, to inquire what 
are his terms; but of what good is it for me 
to know that his visits are to cost so much 
each if, without a single item of detail, I 
have simply the annual privilege of drawing 
a Christmas check, more or less heavy, in 


satisfaction of those oracular words medical 


attendance’?” To this a doctor replies: 
It does not seem to have occurred to an 
‘Overwrought Patient that a recital of items 
involving particulars might be very incon- 
venient, frequently anything but agreeable, 
and sometimes even indelicate.” Another 
observer thinks that the whole trouble arises 
from the false, mischievous, and vulgar 
feeling that ignorance of what a person may 
have to pay is a proof of delicacy, refine- 
ment, and gentility.” One physician writes 
that it is the establishod custom of the 
medical profession to send out their bills 
at the beginning of the new year, charging 
the whole annual sum under ‘medical at- 
tendance and medicines supplied,’ etc. It is 
usual, however, to particularize the name of 
each patient, and the length of the illness, 
thus: ‘For Mr. ——, from Jan. 4 to 
Feb. 9’; and some practitioners even 
specify the number of visits, and add 
at the foot of the bill, ‘ Particulars if re- 
quired.’ The usual charges in country towns 
vary from 3s 6d to 10s 6d a visit, medicines 
included“hecording to the circumstances of 
the patient. Physicians stick to the time- 
honored guinea, but some allow patients to 
come tothem two or three times without 
additional fee.” The substance of all the 
communications is that while the physicians 
still retain the custom of charging the old- 
timie honorarium of a guinea a visit, in real- 
ity they do nothing of the kind, when their 
bills are strictly analyzed, since no charge is 
made fer many of their visits, and doctors 
who do not feel noble pulses and examine 
rich old dowagers tongues, but physic the 
ordinary people, supply their medicines, 
which are included in the charges. The 
supposition of many people that they are 
paying a guinea a visit evidently 
grows out of the practice of lump- 
ing the bill at the end of the year 
at so many pounds. The average 
charge per visit appears to be from $2 to 
$2.50, which is not umreasonable as com- 
pared with the charges of our own phy- 
sicians. Of course, if a royal liver is more 
valuable than a plebeian one, and a fat old 
dowager’s nerves are finer than an ordinary 
woman’s, they ought to pay more for re- 
pairs. On the whole, the English patient 
has no more reason to complain of his phy- 
sician than the American, except, perhaps, 
that the Englishman, when he gets well, is a 
more unreasonable customer than the Ameri- 
can. In view of the alarming results that 
might occur in case of a general strike among 
the doctors, perhaps their bills should be 
treated with distinguished cousideration, par- 
ticularly as it is a man's own fault that he 
has to employ a physician. If it were not 
for human folly, doctors might be unnecessa- 
ry to a very large extent. 


THE HOUSE VOTE ON THE SILVER QUES- 


The vote in the House of Representatives 
on Monday, on concurring iu the Marrnrws 
resolutions declaring that the national 
obligations are all payable in silver or gold, 
at the Government's option, and that the 
remonetization of silver would not be a 
violstion of public faith, was very emphatic 
and overwhelming. The debates 
strengthened the support of the Silver bill. 
The vote was: Yeas 190, nays 79, and 24 ab- 
sent or not voting. Of those not voting 
about 16 would have voted in the affirmative 
if they had been present. The following is 
an analysis of the vote by States and politics:

This ia one of those ridiculous stretchings of 
the letter of the law which forbids anything 
in the shape of a written communication 
being sent under cover of this class of mail- 
matter. When it was decided that samples 
could be sent at a reduced rate of postage, 
this was intended to aid international and

BURNING A JAIL. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicage Tribune. 

Granp Rapips, Mich., Jan. 29.—The Kent 
County Jail, in this city, was set on fire by one 
of the prisoners at about 4 o'clock this morn- 
ing, and the fire is scarvely more than quenched 
now. The jail was built of brick walis with 
wooden floors and wooden planking. Next to 
the outside walls this woodwork was sheathed 
with boiler-plate irom three-eighths of an inch 
thick, and was supposed to be safe against fire, 
as well as to contain desperadoes. The cells were 
also made of boiler-plate iron. At the corners of 
the cells, however, were ventilating flues, with 
small holes in the iran leading to them. These 
flues start from the wood-work. It is supposed 
that burning rubbish was thrown into one of 
these flues, as the fire was first discovered in 
one of them. It was almost impossible to han- 
die the fire. as the burning wood was cutirely 
sheathed with iron, After hours of flooding 
the structure, and tearing ithe inside 
of it apd a part of the roof to pieces, 
the fire was pnt out. It will cost 
$15,000 or 320,000 to repair the build- 
ing. There was $25,000 of insurance on 
it, $5,000 each in the Franklin, of Philadelphia, 
tbe Hartford and the Phenix of Connecticut, 
the Western Assurance of Toronto, and the 
Westchester of New York. There were twen- 
ty- nine prisoners ig the jail, but none of them 
escaped, thanks to tlhe coolness of Sheriff Peck 
and his assistants. Judge tioyt, of the Circuit 
Court, made an order ay designating the 
jail at Kalamazoo as the Keut County Jail until 
the jail here is repaired, and this afternoon fif- 
teen of the more dangerous prisoners were tak- 
en there. The Supervisors of the county are to 
hold a special session in afew days to arrange 
for the ye of the building. Sheriff Peck 
hopes to find out who set the fire, and thinks he 
bas a ciew that will lead to success. 


MINNESOTA.

St. Paul, Minn.. Jan. —Suite have been

He over 
took Rotard at Massillon, and, after 
thrashing him soundly, started with him for 
this city, arriving here at 2 p. m. Learning that 
his wife had left a few hours before for Harris- 
burg, Knight telegraphed the police of that city 
to arrest her, which they did. A* will start 
with her for Akron to-morrow. Knight and 
Rotard left for the same place to-night. Mrs. 
Knight is described as being about five feet 
seven inches tall, wearing a dark or purple- 
black Princesse dress, dark brown hair. blue 
eycs, and about 30 years ofage. In their flight 
from Akron, they took with them a lit- 
tle girl believed to be a daughter of 
Mrs. Knigbt. She is about 10 years 
of age, bas long, light-brown hair, and blue 
eyes. “The parties have all moved in the best 
society of Akrov.

New York Merchants Indignant at Dis- 
eriminations Favering Boston. 


A SCRAMBLE FOR BUSINESS. 

The belief that the trunk-line Presidents at their 
meeting in New York to-day will succeed in effect- 
ing a truce between the various contending roads 
and re- establish the old rates, for the present at 
least, has caused an unprecedented scramble for 
business among the various roads leading East 
from Western points. Such competition as has 
existed during the last few days has never been 
seen before. and contracts are being made by ali 
the lines at almost any rates. An immense 
amount of grain was contracted for yesteraay at 25 
cents, and even less, from Chicago to New York, 
and contracts were made on sngar from Boston to 
Chicago at from 15 cents to 20 cents per 100 
pounds. The ecramble for business from St. Louis 
and other Western points is said to be no less 
active than from Chicago, and it is reported that 
contracts were made for grain from St. Louis to 
New York at from 25 cents to 274, cents per 100 
pounds, With the contracts made a few weeks 
ago, al! the roads will have secured enough business 
to last them until after the opening ot navigation, 
before the Presidents have been able to re-estab- 
lish their former compact. Under these circum- 
stances, it will be entirely immaterial what action 
is taken by the trunk-line Presidents at New York. 
The following correspondence between the rewre- 
seniatives of the trunk lines shows that it is new 
the intention of the trank-line Presidents to take 
the most cnergetic measures against the roads 
found violating the compact hereafter. But this 
is merely a repetition of the old story ahout lock- 
ing ap the stable after the cow has been stolen:

Mr. Hickson complains that there 
is a disposition to fasten a quarrel 
on the Graud Trunk, while the trunk lines are all 
quarreling among themselves. The Western com- 
panies, he says, have broken down the rates, not 
only with the concurrence, but, he is afraid, at 
the suggestion in some instances of at least one of 
the trunk lines. He says the position of the Com- 
pany in New York is just what it has been fora 
quarter ofa eentury—that they were never con- 
sulted by the trunk limes in regard to the 
New York business, the trunk limes mak- 
ing their own arrangements without a conference. 
He declares that the Grand Trunk has no 
agreement with any company in regard to West- 
bound business; that they have been willing either 
to accept a difference in the rates and take the 
chance of getting traflic, or to divide the business 
in some equitable manner. He says & proposition 
submitted to the Boston & Albany and Central 
Railroads in August last for a division of the 
West-bound business has remained unanswered, 
and that the Grand Trunk has had to conduct its 
business in its own way. He says that, while all 
the fuss has been made about the West- 
bound business, insignificant as compared with 
the East-bond, it is notorious that the rates on the 
latter have never been observed by the lines since 
the understanding in regard to the East. bound 
rates was reached, in October last.

SITTING BULL. 

HzLxNA, Montana, Jan. 29.—The Independent 
publishes the following: 

Maj. Walsh, of the Northwest Mounted Po- 
lis, commandant of Fort Walsh, Canada, near 
which Sitting Bull and other hostile Indians are 
now located, arrived in Helena to-day, eight 
days out from Fort Walsh. When Maj. Walsh 
left, Sitting Bull, Little Knife, and fifty-five 
lodges were at the East End Police Post, Cy- 
press Mountains, where they intended to re- 
main during the winter. The night before 
leaving, Maj. Waish received a message from 
Sitting Bull, saying he had heard that Americans 
were coming to fight him and bis people; that 
they were tired of Olood, and would move 
nearer the police post. He desired Maj. Walsh 
to speak to the White Mother tor him. Spottea 


Eagle sent him a message at the same time, 
saying he was awaiting the arrival of 160 lodges 
of his people, who Were coming from the Spot- 
ted-Tail Agency; thatif they would obey the 
requirements of Maj. Walsh they could remain 
with him, andif not they must go by, and he 
too would move to Cypress Mountains. 

It is not improbable that these latter are the 
Indians reported to Gen. Miles. Maj. Walsh 
says that at no time since his arrival has Sitting 
Bull’s camp crossed the line to American soil. 
He has received daily messages from him since 
the Terry Commission returned. Their move- 
ment across the line without bis knowledge 
would be impossibie, and he would promptly 
advise Gen. Gibbon in that event. 

The Sioux camp is now scaticred. Spotted 
Eagle, with 100 lodges, is at Pinto Butte, and 
others are scattered along the White Mud 
River, and in Wood Mountains, where the buf- 
falo are plenty. His condition is irreconcilable 
with warlike intentions. 

Col. McLeod, commander of the mounted 
police, is here and corroborates the above. No 
credence has beeu attached here to the rumors 
of Sitting Bull having crossed the line. Maj. 
Walsh’s statements are dcemed in the highest 
degree trustworthy.

Wasurneton, D. C., Jan. 29.—Nothing later 
thau the dispatch from Gen. Miles, published 
this morning, has been received relative to the 
whereabouts of Sitting Bul, but no doubt is 
entertained at the War Department that he is 
on this side of the line, anu in command of a 
formidable and well-armed force of savages. 
His band is supposed to number about 2,000 
warriors, armed with breech-loaders, and sup- 
plied with twenty rounds of ammunition each. 
‘these comprise, besides the remnants of 
his old band, all the disaffected In- 
dians who have escaped from the 
agencies within the last six months, 
including many Nez Perces, who have never be- 
fore been ranked withthe hostiles. Sitting Bull 
has had his etnissaries secretly working at the 
agencies ever since he went across the border 
into Canada, and doubtless hopes to receive still 
further accessions to his band. Gen. Miles has 
not in the meantime been asleep. He has by 
means of spies kept a close watch of 
the hostile movements, and will not 
allow himself to de surprised. His 
available force, however, only numbers 
about 800 men, cavalry and infantry, and it 
seems probable that, before reinforcemens can 
reach hia, Sitting Bull will take advantage of 
the circumstance either to attack the troops 
while he thinks himself to be the strongest, or, 
by dividing his band, strike at the settlements, 
which cannot be covered by our small force.

“THE GOLD MOVEMENT.” 


What Chicago Bankers Think of It. 

The New York Zvening Post of Monday men- 
tioned as a piece of current news that the banks 
of that city, or several of them, had, while gold 
was selling below 102, been buying very largely, 
thus putting a part, and in some cases the 
whole, of their capital in gold. This they have 
done so as to be in a position to encourage the 
use of gola among their customers, with the 
hope of creating such an extended use for that 
metal in mercantile transactions as shall make 
the transition from paper to a gold basis the 
more easy when the appointed and proper time 
comes. 

Yesterday afternoon a TRIBUNE reporter made 
a tour among the banks of this city for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining how this gold- movement 
was regarded in local financial circles. With 
but one exception they gave it as their opinion 
that the New York banks regarded gold asa 
good purchase at any figure lower than 2 per 
cent. The passage, by the House, of the Mat- 
thews bill, declaring the public debt of the 
United States payable in silver coin, had already 
strengthened the goid market and advanced the 
price to 10244, which in itself afforded a nice 
margin of profit on all purchases made below

There was little doing in financial circles. The 
clearings show that counter trgnsactions were not 
heavy. The demand for loans was only moderate.

The mer- 
cantile trade of the city is quiet. Board-of-Trade 
transactions have subsided to an ordinary level, 
and loans are not in pressing request from packers 
or from Board-of-Trade operators who are carrying 
stuff.

 RESUMPTION OF SPECIE-PAYMENTS IN FRANCE. 
The Paris correspondent of the London Tunes 
. telégraphed it as follows with regard to the re- 
sumption of specie-payments in France: 5 

When the advances made to the State by virtue 
of the jaws of the 20th of June, 1871, and the zen 
of August. 1874. have been reduced to 300. 
000f, Art. 2 of the law of the 12th of August, 1870, 
establishing the forced currency, will be and will 


main a ted, and the notes of the Bank of 
France will be reimbursable in specie on presenta- 


This contains no definite statement that the con- 
tingency contemplated by the. law had occarred, 
bringing with it the resumption of specie payments, 
and the Times of tne 14th inst. seems to be in doubt 
as to whether specie psyments had really been re- 
gumea or not. The agreement made between the 
Bank of France and the Government stipulated 
that, on Jan. 1, 1878, the debt of the State to the 
bank was to-be reduced to $60,000,000, and that 
thereupon the forced circulation of paper should 
cease. The statement of the Bank of France for 
the last week of 1877 showed the debt of the Gov- 
€rument to be $60,150,000. This $150, 000 is said 
to be only three months’ anticipated interest added 
to the capital. If this isso, the Government has 
fulfilled its agreement, and the Bank of France 
must pay on demand in specie. We stated some 
time ago, on the authortty of the Memorial Dipie- 
matique, that, as a mattef of fact. specie payments 
had been resumed by the Bank of France on Jan. 
1, but this news does not seem to have reached the 
London Times as late as Jan. 14.

Andim other markets the de- 
cision of these disinterested men is accepted with 
perfect confidence in the justice of the grading— 
bat here we seem to have a different way of doing 
things, and this is the reason why our system of 
inepection is looked upon with so much disfavor at 
home as well as abroad,

In the. case of A. L. Chetlain. administrator of 
the estate of M. O. Walker, vs. The Republic Life- 
Insurance Company, recently decided by thé Su- 
preme Court, some important questions were 
used.

building far beyoud its wants and means, and in 
reducing the amount of its capital stock. 

The Supreme Court, after giving a statement of 
the facts, says: That there was a sufficient con- 
sideration to Support these notes at law, there 
would not seem to be the slightest donbt. And 
the question is presented whether in equity the 
consideration has failed, or whether for any 
reaton it has become inequitable to enforce the 

payment of thie money. The meré mismaphace- 
ment of the afairs of a corporation has never been 
peld to release stockhoidera or others from their 
obligations to the company. When Walker vur- 
chased and became the owner of this stock, wheth- 
„er paid for in money, notes, or otherwise, he

A BATTLE INCIDENT. 


The Tragic End of a Brave Young Texan 
Flag-Bearer-After Leading an Almost 
Charmed Life He is Made to Bite the 
Dast—Tribate te His Memory by His 
Slayer. 


To the Eaitor of The Tribune. 

One eo, Jan. 25.—During the fall of 1864 
Sherman had cut loose and started from Atlanta 
to the sea. Hood had marched west through 
Alabama, and struck the .Tenuessee River de- 
tween Florence and Decatur and crossed oa 
pontoons. In his immediate front, just north 
of Shoal Creek, lay Hatch’s division of cavalry 
(4,000 men), Capron’s brigade (1,200 men), 
Croxton’s brigade (2,500 men). Laying 
here, Hood's movements were watched, 
and when ts advance was made 
across the river, ‘+h consisted, among other 
troops, of Ross’ “fexans, engagement 
every day was in ortleh; which, as a rule, re- 
sulted in some hard @xhtivg.

LORD--HICKS. 


Curious Details of the 0 n and Progres 
of the Aft. N 
New York World, dan. 25. 

It has been ascertained by a reporter of the 
Nord that the particular acquaintance of Mrs. 
Hicks with Mr. Lord dates back about nine 
years, or to a period not long subsequent to the 
death of Mr. Lord’s brother, Mr. Rufus L. Lord, 
who departed this lite May 14, 1869, leaving the 
bulk of his great estate, valued at several mil 
ions of dollars, to be divided between his broth- 
ers, Thomas and David N. Lord. Mr. Thomas 
Lord had known Mr. Hicks in his lifetime quite 
well, and had been on friendly terms with Mrs. 
Hicks. But there bad been no relations between 
that lady and Mr. Thomas Lord’s family. 

Mr. Thomas Lord married a sister of the late 
Dr. Henry Anderson, and until the death of 
Mr. Rufus L. Lord the property inherited by 
Mrs. Thomas Lord from her father, Mr. Ander- 
son, was the chief resource of the family. The 
house in Seventeenth street now inhabited by 
Mr. Lord's family was apart of this inherit- 
ance, and it was purchased by Mr. Thomas 
Lord from bis children after the death of their 
mother a few years ago. Dr. Henry Anderson, 
Mrs. Taomas Lord’s brother, it will be remem- 
bered, long before his death became a fervent 
Catholic. He was a man of great scientific at- 
tammonts also, and died in Northern India, 
whither he had gone in the prosecution of im- 
portant astronomical inquirics. In this 
journey and at the time of his 
death he was accompanied by an adopted 
daughter, a young lady of Italian 
birth, to whom he left an estate and who now 
resides in this city. Mrs. Hicks, who was re- 
ceived into the Catholic Church at Rome in the 
winter of 1869-’70 by Cardinal Barnabo, made 
the acquaintance of this young lady, and was 
by her introduced about a year alter that time 
to Mrs. Thomas Lora, by whom she was enter- 
tained both at the family residence in Seven- 
teenth strect{and at the house known to all New 
Yorkers as the “ old Donnelly mansion,” which 
was then Jeased as a summer home by Mr. and 
Mrs.? Lord. When Mrs. Hicks reopened her 
residence in Fourteenth street in 187% and 1873 
she on several occasions invited Mr. and Mrs. 
Lord to entertainments there given by her, and 
a close friendship then sprang up between Mr. 
Lord and Mrs. Hicks, which was maintained, it 
would appear, by a frequent correspondence 
whenever Mrs. Hicks subsequently went abroad. 

During the past summer Mr. Thomas Lord, 
one of whose habits it was to remain constantly 
in town, was in the city with his daughter, Miss 
Sarah Lord. He frequently spoke to that lady 
of his purchases of exchange, and intimated 
dealings in exchange so large as to excite both 
astonishment and auxlety in her mind. She 
tinally advised ber brother, Mr. Thomas Lord 
Jr., Who was in the country with Kis family, of 
these transactions, and Mr. Thomas Lord, Jr., 
came inte the city to inquire into them. It is 
alleged that it was at this time be became con- 
vinced of bis father’s incompetency to manage 
his own affairs, and had some preliminary con- 
sultations on the subject with his father’s 
lawyers, Messrs. Lord, Day & Lord. It & 
also alleged that about this time, in the 
month of September, Mr. Tuomas Lord made a 
will, which was drawn up by Messrs. Lord, Da 
& Lord, and in which his sons, Thomas Lord, 
Jr., and Henry Lord, were appointed his exec- 
utors. As the autumn advanced, Mr. Lord's 
health grew more and more feeble, until it be- 
came uecessary for his daughter, Miss Sarah 
Lord, to take charge of him as of an invalid. 
He never went out except in his casariage with 
his man Michael. Whether the investigations 
prosecutea by Mr. Lord's sons during the 
autumn led or did not lead to any discoveries 
justifying the belief that Mr. Lord had exten 
sive pecuniary transactions with Mrs. Hicks, it 
seems to be certain that Mr. Lord's family 
awaited the return of Mrs. Hicks from Europe 
late in the autumn with much anxiety. On 
Nov. 28, the night of the arrival of 
the Scythia, in which Mrs. Hicks finally 
came, a telegram for Mr. Lord was brought to 
his house after midnight. Miss Sarah — 
received it, retained it till early in the m , 
when she handed it to her father, who — 
fested much excitement, insisted on risi 
being dressed at once, ordered his carriage, 
after a hasty breaklast, drove over the Cort- 
landt Street Ferry to the Jersey City whart of 
the Cunard Company. Finding the passengers 
already landed, he drove back to the city, called 
at the house of Mrs. Hicks, and after a few mo- 
ments went on home, where be expressed much 
annoyance at having missed her on her arrival. 
After that he drove to call on Mrs. Hicks every 
day: On the 19th of December, as has been tes- 
tiied by Mr. Pirsson, a distant relative, a 
room was taken opposite Mrs. Hicks’ house in 
Fourteenth street for Mr. Pirsson, who there 
kept a watch on the house, its inmates, and its 
visitors. 

Ou Saturday, Dec. 29, Mr. Lord's sons called 
at Mrs. Hicks’ house and had a rather stormy 
interview with that lady, which began, as it is 
alleged, with a denial on her part of any pecu- 
niary transactions with their father, and ended 
with an admission that there were matters of 
that sort pending which she did not at that 
moment propose to consider and act upon. All 
day Sunday, the next day, Mr. Lord remained 
at home. On Monday, Dec. 31, about 11 o’clock, 
his man Michael drove him to Stewart’s, where 
he expressed a wish to pay a bill of about 
contracted for new car pets which he had ordered 
for his house on Seventeenth street some time 
before, and gave a check for $4,500 in payment, 
asking fur the money for the rest as he had 
other payments to make. He also purchased a 
quantity of underciothing, which he directed to 
be sent to his residence. After leaving Stew- 
art’s he drove to Hegeman’s drug-store, under 
the Everett House, where he bought a tooth- 
brush and hair-brush, discussing the price of 
both rather vigorously, like a person quite iu 
his right mind and not disposed to make ducks 
and drakes of his money. On leaving Hege- 
man’s he ordered Michael to drive him to Ar- 
nold & Constable’s to buy a pair of gloves,” 
and then drove to Mrs. Hicks’ house. In a few 
moments Mrs. Hicks’ colored man came out, 
and telling Michael that he was ordered to buy 
a couple of railway tickets was driven to the 
Gran Central Station. There he went 
in and remained so long that Michael up- 
braided him for hisdelay when he reappeared. 
He excused himself by saying the office was not 
open. He then directed Michael to drive to a 
number of other places on errands of various 
kinds, and finally, after about two hours, re- 
turned to Mrs. Hicks’ house with the carriage. 
Mr. Lord immediately came out of the house 
and standing on the steps bade Michaei drive 
home, as be would not require his services 
any longer.“ Michael, glad to be released, 
‘drove home and put up bis horses. About 3p. 
m. Mise Sarah uneasy at her father’s 
failure to return, 1 stable bell 
and learned these as the morn- 
ing’s trip from Michael.

„ Romance of an Industrious Man—His 
Pregreas from Boyhood to a Bank-Presi- 
dency — Cenvicted of C to De- 
fraud, and Sentenced to Receive the Full 
Penalty of. the Law. 

Dispatch to Naw York Times. 

PorrswilLE. Pa., Jan. 22.—This is the story 
of a poor young man: He was born seventy 
years ago in a small village in the Fennsvlvania- 
Dutch County of Berks. His father was pro- 
prietor of a small country store, and at 
10 years of age young Jacob Huntzinger 
got his start in life by an appoint- 
ment to the responsible position of chore-boy in 
his father’s establishment. By industry, enter- 
prise, and encouragement he advanced step by 
step until he was made a partner, and his coun- 
sel in a recent suit to which he was a party—as 
will appear hereafter—related feelingly how the 
junior partner walked all the way to Philadel- 
phia, a distance of nearly 100 miles, 
to purchase goods for the Store. 
The simple business maxim of the 
Pennsylvania farmer and his mercan- 
tile brethren is, “Get all you can and keep ail 
you get.“ Jacob early learned its value, and 
applied it so successfully that we presently find 
him keeping a store of his own, and dealing in 
everything from needles and thread to cord- 
wood and railroad siils. At 20 he married. His 


wife broucht with her a fortune of a few hun- 
dred dollars, which she eked out after marriage 
by keeping boarders,and by acting as milliner and 
dressmaker for the village folk and the country 
side. With such a partner, success in life was 
assured. Jacob and his wife were now capitalists 
ina small way, and they presently went into 
real estate speculations, 82 of bequests, 
which amounted to $6, in all, giving them 
material assistance. Jacob, however, di not 
negiect legitimate business for speculation. 
He — up bis store; secured contracts for 
the sale of 20,000 cords of wood a year, 
which continued for several vears; operated a 
steam flour-mill for three or four years, and 
made considerable money, Tried running a col- 
liery for a year, but confessed that he did not 
make much out of it. Sold out and took an- 
other coiliery, trom which, and a store connect- 
ed with it, he elaims to have made $10,000 ina 
single year. Operated three powder-miills 
at once, and all the time was 
busily engaged in buying ‘and selling 
lands, on which be made some very large 
profits, often netting $10,000, $15,000, or 820, 
000 in a single transaction. His wife was equal- 
ly fortunate, her first speculation, according to 
his sworn statement in the suit above referred 
to, having cleared her $30,000. 

By this time Jacob was well along in years 
and in wealth He was known as a 
shrewd and successful operator, and a 
fortunate man. In 1850, “the Schuylkill 
Haven Life and Health insurance Com- 
pany “ was orranized, and, after maintaining a 
teeble existence for four years, was reorganized 
as “The Miners’ Life-Insurance and Trust 
Company.“ its business traneferred to Potts- 
ville, and in looking about for a suitable Pres- 
ident the corporators could find no man so de- 
sirable as Jacob Huntzinger. He was accord- 
ingly electea, and proved himself a good bank- 
er from the start, gradually giving up his other 
business, and devoting himself exclusive- 
ly to this. The capital stock of the bank was 
#100,000, of which, at the start, the President 
owned 22 percent. Deposits flowed in, busi- 
ness prospered amazingiv,—especially after the 
War had suddenly raised the price of coal, coal 
lands, and everything connected with the coal 
business far beyond the dreams of the 
wildest investors,—and Mr. Huntzinger became 
accustomed to paying dividends of from 15 
to 40 per cent a year, mainly to himself, 
for he gradualiy absorbed the greater portion 
of the stock. His entire family were made 
wealthy, and out of this bank grew two others, 
both of which are in good standing to-day. At 
last, one day in August, 1576, the news went 
round that the Miners’ Trust Company Bank 
had suspended. As it was scarcely a 
month since the institution had declared 
a $40,000 dividend, and as po suspicions 
of its soundness had deen entertained, 
the public was slow to believe the report; but 
when it was confirmed beyond a doubt, the ex- 
citement, not only in Pottsville, but throuch- 
gut the country, was intense. * The Huntzinger 
Bank.,“ as it was familiarly called, was the most 

pular bank in Schuylkill County. It was 
argely used by. the poorer classes as a 
savings-bank, and hundreds of people 
had ‘placed in it the savings of 
years, trusting to have a sum lad by 
for old a@e or sickness. It was the depository 
of pumeréus trust funds, as well as of the 
county officers, of whom Cyrus Moore, County 
Treasurer, had on deposit at the time about 
$70,000; J. F. Werner, Sheriff, $30,000; Thomas 
F. Kerns, Prothonotary, $25,000; and Hiram 
Mayer, ex-Prothonotary, $11,000. The total 
amount of deposits held or supposed to 
be held by this bank oa $100,000 capital 
at the time it closed its doors was $1,277,- 
061.58, belonging to about 2,200 depositors. 
Bad investments, a loose way of doing business, 
and a more careful looking after personal fnter- 
ests than public obligations, reinforced by the 
general depression of the times, were the causes 
of failure. It was a splendid bubble, which was 
slowlv inflated to the bursting point, aud when 
that point was reached it burst as suddenly and 
as irrecoverabiy as other bubbles do. It is 
doubtful whether the depositors will ever re- 
cover 5 per cent of their money. 

The experience of the past two or three years 
has made the country familiar with the scenes 
that ensue when an old and trusted depository 
closes its doors, and it is needicss to dweil 
upon them here. Suffice it to say that public 
indignation against Jacob Huntzinger quickly 
rose to fever heat, being intensified by the iact 
that though well known to have enriched 
himself and family from the 
ol the bank, he not only re- 
fused to contribute a cent of his private 
fortune toward making good its losses, but threw 
every obstacle in the way of asettlement of its 
affairs. There was strong talk for a while of 
— out barsh and summary justice to him; 
but, singularly enough, in a county where 
more than one man has lost bis life fora slight 
insult or a fancied injury, this man, who had 
riined hundreds, walked the streets day 
after day unharmed and unmolested save 
by verbal abuse. It was finally decided that he 
should be subjected toa trial at law, and sev- 
eral suits against him were begun, the only one 
that has yet been tried being a criminal prose- 
cution — against Jacob Huntzinger, 
President, J. Albert Huntzinger (his son), 
Cashier, of the Miners’ Trust Company Sank, 
for conspiracy to defraud Thomas F. Kerns. 
The gist of the charge was that they 
had conspired to induce Kerns to de- 
posit the court moneys in their bank, 
with intent to defraud him of the same. On 
the defendant’s application the case was re- 
moved to Reading, where it was contested by 
able counsel on both sides, fourteen weeks be- 
ing spent fn the trial. It resulted in a verdict 
of guilty, but a motion for a new trial was im- 
mediate vy made, and a formidable list of rea- 
sons filed. The Court rendered its de- 
cision yesterday, denyfag the motion, and the 
defendants were called up for sentence this 
morning. They received the full penalty of the 
law—two vears’ imprisonment, fine, resti- 
tution of the money ($24,000), and the costs of 
prosecution, which amount to several thousand 
dollars. On their way to the jail the prisoners 
were followed by a large crowd. An appeal 
has, however, been taken to the Supreme Court.

MOVING WESTERN CROPS. 


More Wheat and Hogs Offered than the 
Local Railroads Can Take. 

I have ridden since Jan. 25 from the wheat- 
fields in Southern Minnesota to Galesburz, the 
centre of the cornfields in Mlinois. To-day, 
Jan. 27, is about the twelfth day since Septem- 
ber that the roads have been passable in [)linois, 
and the sixteenth day in Northern Iowa. Corn 
has everywhere remained in cribs on the farms 
or in the fields. Every available team is now 
engaged hauling it to stations to be shelled. 
The wet weather has not damaged the cro 
materially; it has simply clogged l 
shipments. Today the roads are so good 
that long lines of teams are arriving at all the 
raliroad-stations along the Chicago & North- 
western. the Chicago & Rock Island, the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee & St. Paul, the Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Quincy, and the Iowa Branch of the 
Lilinois Central. In many instances it is impos- 


| sible for loca) railroads to take the wheat and 


hogs offered. The corn will pot be shipped 
from local depots until April and May. 

The crops have not been overestimated. The 
Fiat of hogs has depressed the local price for 

ive hogs from $3.85 per hundred to $3.25, and 
it ts still falling. Corn is offered in large quau- 
tities along the Chi Burlington & Quificy 
Railroad for 22 cents. 1¢ trains from Nebras- 
ka and Western Iowa are not able to take all 
the hogs, wheat, and corn offered. The ad- 
vance wave of the coming freight is just reach- 
ing Chicago, The next ten days, if the weather 
continues good, will fill Chicago, Toledo, and 
Indianapolis so full of freight that the trunk 
lines, like the Lake Shore, New York Central, 
Michigan Central, Grand Trunk, and Erie will 
not be able to take it. It will take four weeks 
for the trunk lines to remove the excess of 
Western freight now headed for New York. Im- 
mense quantities of corn are offered slong the 
Burlington & Missouri River Railroad in Ne- 
vraska for 12 centa. Minnesota and lowa wheat 
is about one-third shipped, and another third is 
now at the stations being loaded or on the way.

HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 
| GEN. LEAKE. 

The Historical Society held a meeting last even- 
ing in ite hall, corner of Ontario street and Dear- 
born avenue, the Hon. I. N. Arnold in the chair. 
Gen. Joseph P. Leake read a paper on The Rela- 
tions of England, Russia, and Turkey to the High- 
ways to India and the East. 

The speaker cave a brief review of the countries 
of Eastern and Central Asia, and dwelt on the 
greatand important commerce of India and other 
Oriental nations. After depicting the situation as 
it existed up to the end of the eighteenth century, 
when England controlled the ocean trade to the East 
and the Ottoman Empire barred the nations from 
an overland ronteé to India and China, Gen. Leake 
went on to consider the possibilities opened up by 
the construction pf the Suez Canal and the exten- 
sion of the ra:lroid system. When M. de Lesseps 
proposed to cut through the Isthmus of Suez the 
project was violently opposed by England. The 
tender sensibilitigs of Lord Palmerston were affect- 
ed by the sufferiggs of the Egyptian fellahs, and 
England induced the Sultan to interferc on 
their behalf. But in 1869 the canal was 
opened by the Empress Eugenie, and from that 
date to 1875 over 6,000 veesels passed through it. 
Of this trade, Great Britain had almost a monop- 
oly. China, with ite enormous population, re- 
quired food, and furnished in exchange silk and 
tea. Yet of ita imports in 1873. amounting in 
value to 70,009, taels, 31. 000. 000 were in 
opium and 24, 00D, G90 in cotton and woolen goods. 
This left a very small proportion for food, and it 
was little wonder that famines were frequent, and 
that the peovle died by millions. 

The recorded utterances of English statesmen 
showed the jeajousy of Russia which existed in 
their minds. To compel the Chinese to allow the 
continuation of the infamous opium trade England 
went to war, bombarded Canton, and, with 
the assistance of France, penetrated to 
within ninety miles of Pekin. In : 
the Emperor Nicholas demanded certain 
guarantees on behalf of the Turkish Christians and 
went to Adriangpie to enforce his demand. Rus- 
sia got control | the Caspian Sea down to the Per- 
sian frontier. In 1853 came the Crimean war, 
resulting disastfously for Russia, and ending in a 
rectification of her Bessarabian frontier. The 
present Emperor, Alexander II., came to the 
tlirone in 1 ; man of peace, and with a natural 
bent for improving the iaternal communications of 
his mighty Empire. During his reign over 8,000 
miles of railroad had been constructed and many 
other important lines had been projected. The 
action of Russia in putting down tne predatory 
Tartar tribes who rendered Bokhara and parts 
of Persia impaesable to merchants, the 
lecturer considered would entitle the 
Northern Empire to the sympathies’ of 
all civilized people. Capt. Burnaby, in his Ride 
to Khiva,’’ told how ſt was impressed upon him by 
Russian gentlemen whom he met that it would be 
greatly to the advantage of England to havea 
civilized neichhor on ber Indian frontier. Since 
the beginning of the present Kusso-'Turkish war, 
the Russians had penetrated into and now practi- 
caily held Arm@nia. English writers threatened 
that, though (ifeat Britain cared little or nothing 
for the Turks ad a people. she would fight to pro- 
serve what she considered her interests, and that 
a British fleet would appear in the Dardanelles be- 
fore the Kussiaps entered the walls of Constanti- 
nople. Yet Turkey had been beaten at every point, 
and had been ¢ompelien to sue for peace. En- 
gland had not interfered, and there appeared no 
doubt that the days of Ottoman rule and Ottoman 
obstruction in Kurope were rapidly drawing toa 

close. i f 

A vote of thanks was given to the lecturer, and

THE TAILORS. 
YESTERDAY'S DOINGS. 

Tne striking tailors met again yesterday after- 
noon in Workingmen's Hall, corner of Twelfth and 
‘Waller streets, and the session was a prolonged 
and close ore. Tue Tarsunz reporter who had the 


assignment was stopped just as he got at the top of 
the back stairs, the front entrance to the hall being 
locked, and access ebtainable only through a saloon 
and the lower hall. The scribe was told to wait 
until the meeting was over and he would be fur- 
nished such matter as they desired 
to give him. Daring the long wait occasional 
rounds of applause could be heard. All was quiet 
and orderly, so far as could be learned, during the 
progress of the meeting, and after its close there 
was an animated discussion in the saloon and a 
confusion of the Bohemian, German, and Scandi- 
navian tongues. The crowd was a large one, and 
the topic uppermost was to the action of Mr. 
J. F. Olsen, a tailor who runs 4 
shop of sixty ris manufactures 
nts fo? Clayburgh, Einstein & Co. and Kellogg 

Co. It was told the reporter that he could make 
2,000 pairs of pantaioons a week. The ina- 
yian section of the Tailors’ Union, it seems, con- 
fine themselves to the making of pantaioons, and 
the Germans and Bohemians do the coat and 
vest work. The first-mentioned body of tailors 
haa understood that Olsen was at work, and that 

rson had given the Section Committee appointed 
to wait on him to understand that be had a 
contract with the firms he was working 
for, and unless the Union indemnified him 
to the extent of $1,000, he could not and would 
not join in the strike. The Scandinavian tailors 
proposed to go to work if Olsen continued to do 
so, and it was evident to the reportorial mind that 
there haa been a warm discussion over the matter, 
and, as subsequently learned, the Germans and 
Bohemians proposed to fight it out with the. bosses 
if it took a month, or until they carried their 
poin Finally, it was decided that the Scandina- 
vians—who are about 125 or 150 strong—shouild 
hold a meeting in the evening and discuss the mat- 
ter. and take action upon it. 

The five section committees appointed Monday 
to gu around and visit the different shops and get 
those tailors at work to join the strike reported 
that nearly ali were in sympathy with the move- 
ment and would quit work to-day. There are 560 
tailors in all, and of that number all but fifty were 
on strike yesterday. 

It was announced before the close of the meeting 
that the Germans and Bohemians would meet in 
old Aurora Turner Hall, No. 113 Milwaukee ave- 
nue, to-day at 2 p. m. 

THE SCANDINAVIAN SBCTION 

of the Tailors’ Union held a secret meeting, as 
above announced, lastevening. About 100 were 
present, and the strike was discussed warmly and 
at length. A few were in favor of going to work 
atthe old rates, but the majority, it was said, 
voted to stand out with the other strikers. Olsen's 
conduct in continuing to work his shop was con- 
demned, and his alleged excuse for so doing was 
considered too thin. He has thirty sewing- 
machines im his shop, and does the better class 
of work and has steady employment, a fact which. 
the strikers say, is the inducement that keeps 
him at work. He was a member of the 
Union, but withdrew last week. The Scandi- 
navians say that, while a few of their number may 
go to work in Olsen's or Svenson's shop (the latter 
has thirty machines also, and continues work), the 
majority will join with the coat and vest makers, 
and hang out until they bring the employing 
firms to terms. The oe adjourned at 10 
o'clock, and was free from disturbance, though 
considerable ill-feelling was engendered by the 
discussion; at least it was so reported outside. 


MOTHER RYDER 
AND THE HUMANE SOCIETY. 

Mother Ryder is one of the buman pecullar- 
ities of Chicago, and it is doubtful if any of the 
famous fiction-writers—not excepting Dickens— 
has described such a character. Shakspeare comes 
the nearest to her in his witches in Macbeth, 
and she may be likened unto any of the tall and 
gaunt conventional stage hags that dance around 
the caldron in the weird scene where the sangui- 
nary Macbeth meets them. Mother Ryder is, 
withal, a keen mortal, with a cunning black eye 
that twinkles like those of a Mephistopheles. She 
is known to the police as a hard case, and the of- 
ficers say she is the keeper of & squalid dog- 
hospital at her abode at No. 48 South Desplaines 
street. Officer Dudley, of the Humane Society, 
lately arrested her on the charge of cruelty to ani- 
mals, in starving several gaunt and bony dogs that 
she persists in keeping. Her case was to have 
been heard before Justice Morrison yesterday 
afternoon at 1 o'clock, but the old woman twinkled 
her little black eves as she stepped up to the bar of 
the Court and asked his Honor for a change of 
venue. She had subpenaed Justices Scully and 
Salisbury—wheose offices are on the opposite corner 
from that of the West Side Police Court—to appear 
as witnesses in ner ~obebalf, but us- 
tice Morrison quickly discerned her 
object, which was to enable her to take 
her case to some Justice other than those named 
above, and gave her a change of venue to the 
nearest court—Justice Seully’s. The old woman 
and ner attorney and the Humane Society's officer 
went over to Judge Scully's office, and his Honor 
continued the case until Saturday morning at 9 
o'clock, because of a press of business. It was 
learned that Mother Ryder summoned the 
dus‘ices for the alleged purpose of having them 
testify as to her character, and itis probable that 
Justice Scully, when the case comes up for ex- 
amination, will inform her, as Justice Salis- 
bury would, that he knows nothing about 
it, and will then go on and try her 
under the charge made against her. In the mean- 
time she is under bonds to appear when required. 
She positively asserts that the officers are perse- 
cuting her, and denies that she keeps a dog-hos- 
pital, but conducts a sort of an infirmary for sick 
women. She believes the officers want her dog 
companions, and says that is the motive that moves 
them to prosecute her.

JOHN A. HUCK. 
THE FUAERAL SERVICBS. 

The funeral of John A. Huck took place yester- 
day afternoon at 2 o'clock from his late residence, 
at the corner of Clark street and Fullerton avenue, 
the sorrowful ceremony being witnessed by one of 
the largest concourses of mourners ever present on 
a similar occasion in Chicago. Not only was the 
large house thronged, but the grounds surround- 
mg it and the approaches thereto were filied with 
people and carriages. According to the best esti- 
mate, over 1,000 people, including men of 
eminence in the various walks of life, 
were present to pay last tribute 
to the memory of the dead. The Chicago 
Schuctzenverein and the Germania Lodge of 
Masons, of which the deceased was an honorary 
member, were in attendance, and occupied a 
prominent piace on the lawn before the main en- 
trance. ere was also a large delegation from 
the Board of Trade. While the German element 
was largely in the majority, there was 4a gencrous 
sprinkling of other nationalities. What was mor- 
tal of the late public-spirited and much-beloved 
citizen lay in the front parlor on the north side of 
the mansion encased in a black casket, finished 
with silver, and bearing the Masonic em- 
blems, besides being surmounted with floral 
cross, crown, and wreath A massive silver 
plate bore an inscription giving the name and age 
of the deceased, while a portrait stood upon a 
table in the window at the head of the coffin drap- 
ed with smiiax and crape. The features of the 
dead were calm, solemn, and unchanged. The 
floral decorations were of the choicest kind, and 
rich in beauty and variety of design. Among the 
pieces were a cross and crown surmounting a floral 
pillar and bearing the words, Ruhe Sanft“ 
(**Rest m Peace , the offering of Mr. Louis C. 
Huck, son of the deceased; across and crescent, 
from Mr.and Mrs. F. Bartholomae; crowns, harps, 
etc., from others. 

After an ovportnnity had been given to the rela- 
tives and friends of the deceased to view the re- 
mains, the ceremony proper began with the rendi- 
tion by a double quartet of the Germania Maenner- 
chor, led by Mr. Schmal), of the song, 0 Holy 
Night. This was followed by a noble eulogy on 
the life and character of the deceased by Col. Ed- 
mund Juessen. After another song by the 
quartet, the relatives and (friends were 
accorded the sad privilege of taking a 
last look at the deceased. The coffin 
was then taken up bythe pall- bearers. Messrs. 
Conrad Seipp. Michae! Brand, M. Gottfried, Frank 
Bartholomae, J. H. McAvoy, A. E. Leicht, E. 
Uhlein, Conrad Muncenberger of Kenosha, and 
Peter Schoenhoffen, and borne tothe hearse. A 
procession, consisting of some 200 carriages, took 
up the line of march to Graceland, where, after 

rayerand remarks by Conrad Niedert, Master of 
he Masonic Lodge, the coffin was lowered to its 
narrow ;jresting-place, the Masons threw some 
sprigs of evergreen and afew handfuls of clay 
upon it, and the grave was closed.

THE COUNTY BUILDING. 


The County Clerk is busy preparing information 
forthe County Attorney im South Chicago tax 
matters. 

Some discharges are to be made at the County 
Agent's office to-morrow, necessitated by the car- 
tailment of the distribution of supplies.

Appearances sometimes 
deceive, however, and in thie case the indications 
are lot promise. The bills for fitting up the 
esta ment, it is said, have been paid or yzuar- 
anteed by Clem Periolat. or his agents, and the de- 
sign is to gobole up all the county contracts as of 
ola under convenient names. Some go so far as to 
say thatthe fitting-up of the store was but inci- 
dental to the scheme, for the other arrangements 
had been made in advance. It is certain that the 
individuals in whose names Clem has held con- 
tracts for the past year are attendants about toe 
concern, and it remains to be seen whether they 
have miscalculated or not.

The Terms of a Curious Contract--The Duplicate 
Notes--Character of the Security. 


Mondays Tarrsune contained a special from 
Hartford relating the progress made by the Insur- 
ance Committee of the Connecticut Legislature in 
its investigations into the affairs of the Continental 
Life-Insurance Company. Oneof the points to 
which the Insurance Committee had paid consid- 
erable attention was a loan to a man and his wife, 
by the name of Forsyth, in Sheffield, Ind., of 
$163,000 on 7. 750 acres of land just over the 
State line, and it was stated that the appraise- 
ment of the land by a Committee sappoint- 
ed by the State Insurance Commission 
some time ago was only $155,000. The 
Insurance Committee discovered some puzzling 
transactions in regard to the notes given by For- 
syth and his wife, the most pazzling circumstance 
being that there were two sets of notes, one set 
being subsequently canceled. It came to the 
knowledge of a Tnisuns reporter yesterday that a 
certain gentleman in this city, who had looked 
into the business of the Company to some extent 
in connection with the matters of a friend intrust- 
ed to his care, could throw some light on the sub- 
ject. Accordingly, the reporter sought him out, 
found be had not been misinformed as to the gen- 
tleman's knowing all about the deal, and proceeded 
to get at the details after the following manner: 

When and how was this loan made, and what 
do you think of the investment?” 

That's a pretty eweeping question, and the

THE HisTORY OF THE TRANSACTION. 

In November, 1875, the Chicago financial agent of 
the Company, Mr. J. O. Pierson, agreed to ioan to 
Jacob Forsyth and Caroline M. Forsyth, his wife 
upon their notes and a security of about 7, 500 
acres of land in Lake County, Ind., just beyond 
Wolf Lake, the sum of $1 Interest was 
to be componnded every six months at the rate of 
10 per cent for five years. Accordingly, the papers 
were 60 out—for $163,000, payable in 
five years from date. Now forthe valuable work 
of negotiating this valuable loan (Here the re- 
laser smiled sarcastically). ‘* Forsyth was to pay the 
Company's agent $5, 000 commission, the expenses 
of the attorneys who looked up the abstract, Grant 
& Swift. $500, and, if it became necessary for the 
Company to sacrifice securities in order to raise 
money to make the loan, he was to pay for that 
also. As it turned out, the Company claimed that 
they had been subjected to a loss of $2,500 on the 
sale of the securities. The $5,000 commission, 
the $500 attorneys’ fees, and the $2,500 thus 
claimed, decreased Forsyth's $100,000 to just 
$02, 000, and that was all the money he got.

13% per cent, whichis usurious according to the 
laws of Illinois, so that all they could — 
back at the end of five years wouſd be $92, 000, —the 
amount Forsyth actually got. As for getting back 
the 35. 000 commission, the $500 for attorneys’ 
fees, and the $2,500 which went somewhere, and 
nobody knows where, why, all that is of course ir- 
recoverable. Then there is another thing to notice. 
The fact that there were these duplicate seta of 
notes ed this complication: that the 
second notes received by the Company in lieu of 
the first may have operated as a payment and satis- 
faction of the debt; in other words, that they may 
have taken the debt out from the security of the 
mortgage, so that there may be no security what- 
ever on the property now. The insurance com- 
pany may have only the personal security of Jacob 
orsyth’s and Caroline M. Forsyth's which
